Not 
only are women attached to the army as nurses, but a move- 
_ ment has recently been set on foot to provide a brigade of 
mounted nurses to serve ue: an icreh ty to the. Army. Medical 
Corps in warfare. 


Seven years ago, the Islington Drill Brigade was. formed by 


_ Captain Baker. The object of this brigade wa’ to provide 
a soun physical and disciplinary training for girls. Later a 
school of nursing was added, and a few months ago the 
‘‘ Islington Drill Brigade Girls’ Yeomanry ”’ was formed. This 
consists of twenty-five strong, efficient riders trained in all 


kinds of ambulance work. It is possible that this Corps may - 


give a demonstration at the Military Tournament next year. 
It has been. suggested that women nurses could not carry a 


wounded: man away under heavy fire, and in that case would not _ 


be of use in an actual battle. A terrible fire, however, recently 
broke out at the ‘hospital, San Francisco, on. the outskirts of 


Lisbon.
